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Handicapped  Program  Faces  Money  Cuts 

Possible  Loss  to  Disabled 
Folks  ....  Again 

Over  1400  San  Francisco  disabled  adults,  many  of  them 
mentally  retarded,  could  lose  all  day  activity  programs  on 
July  1,   1977.     These  are  programs  run  by  private,  non-profit 
agencies  which  include  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House,  the 
Recreation  Center  for  the  Handicapped,  and  S.F.  Aid  to 
Retarded  Citizens.     These  agencies  operate  over  80%  of  all 
organized  day  programs  available  to  disabled  persons  in 
San  Francisco. 

The  programs  will  be  forced  to  close  because  they  are  los- 
ing all  funding  from  Title  20  of  the  Social  Security  Act.

Recall  Rebuffed 

Suit  Against  Prop  "T"  Foes 


District  Elections  Im- 
plementation Committee  mem- 
bers and  their  attorneys 
denounced  the  "illegal  and 
immoral  tactics  used  by  the 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  the 
CitixwB  tor  TotAl  Represent- 
ation in  obtaining  signa- 
tures for  the  repeal  of  the 
Charter  provision  for  dis- 
trict election  of  supervis- 
ors," stated  Doug  Engmann, 
Chairperson  of  the  District 
Elections  Implementation 
Committee. 

"The  signature  gathering 
tactics  of  the  major  corp- 
orations and  institutions 
through  pressures  on  their 
employees  belies  the  supp- 
osed 'grassroots'  movement 
of  the  repeal  effort.  The 
use  of  inter-office  memor- 
anda and  circulation  of  pet- 
itions by  management  per- 
sonnel place  subtle,  but  ef- 
fective, pressures  on  employ- 
ees that  restrict  their  con- 
stitutional right  for  a  free 
and  independent  decision  to 
sign  or  not  sign  the  initia- 
tive." Engmann  continued. 

Engmann  noted  that  signa- 
ture-gathering efforts  have 
been  reported  at  Southern 
Pacific,  Bank  of  California, 
the  Del  Monte  Corporation, 
St.  Mary's  Hospital  and  Medi- 
cal Center,  the  San  Francisco 
Board  of  Realtors,  and  the 
University  of  California, 
San  Francisco.     In  the  case 
of  Southern  Pacific,  he 
pointed  out  that  counter- 
action by  employees  had  stop- 
ped the  petitioning.  An 
amended  complaint  filed  on 
March  21  also  named  the 
Bechtel  Corporation  and  Cit- 
izens for  Total  Representa- 
tion, backers  of  the  repeal 
movement . 

"These  tactics  of  pressure 
and  blackmail  contrast  dra- 
Matically  with  the  efforts 
that  placed  Proposition  "T" 
on  the  ballot  with  35,000 
signatures  gathered  freely 
on  the  streets  of  San  Fran- 
cisco," said  Engnann. 

"Irregularities  in  the 
signature-gathering  methods 
by  the  Citizens  for  Total 


Title  20  provides  money  for 
services  to  needy  people  in- 
cluding persons  who  are  dis- 
abled.    On  July  1,   1977,  San 
Francisco  will  lose  approxi- 
mately $350,000  in  Title  20 
money  because  the  California 
State  Dept.  of  Health  is  re- 
ducing the  City's  share  of 
Title  20  funds.     Programs  for 
disabled  adults  are  not  man- 
dated services  under  Title 
20,  and  the  programs  will  be 
among  the  first  forced  to 
close. 

Many  of  the  disabled  adults 
who  are  affected  have  re- 
turned to  San  Francisco  from 
state  hospitals.     No  money  to 
support  day  programs  came 
with  them.     No  government 
agency  considers  support  of 
programs  for  disabled  adults 
its  responsibility.     The  re- 
sult will  be  that  many  of 
these  people  will  be  deprived 
of  all  day  activity  and  be 
forced  to  stay  at  home. 

Concerned  groups  and  indi- 
viduals ask  the  public  to 
write  the  Governor  and  state 
legislators  asking  them  to 
SDonsor  legislation  estab-^ 
lishing  a  stable  source  of 
funding  for  day  activity  pro- 
grams for  disabled  adults.

Representation  place  the  leg- 
ality of  the  entire  repeal 
initiative  in  question.  Any 
violations  of  the  law  should 
be  thoroughly  investigated 
by  the  District  Attorney  and 
considered  by  the  Registrar 
of  Voters  during  any  signa- 
ture validation  process." 

Aubrey  Grossman,  one  of 
the  five  attorneys  for  the 
Implementation  Committee, 
stated,   "We  believe  we  can 
prove  that  without  the  il- 
legal pressures  of  the  larg« 
corporat j.ons  the  repeal  peti- 
tion would  not  have  had" 
enough  signatures  to  qualify. 
Therefore,  we  are  serving 
notices  on  all  the  corporate 
defendants  to  produce  their 
presidents  for  the  taking  of 
depositions.     Through  these 
depositions  we  will  prove 
the  violation  of  the  Calif-

The  California  Conserva- 
tion Corps   (CCC)   is  open  for 
business  and  is  accepting  job 
applications . 

The  CCC  was  created  by 
legislation  and  signed  into 
law  in  July,   1976,  with  the 
goal  of  giving  young  men  and 
women  an  employment  opportun- 
ity to  learn  new  skills, 
while  at  the  same  time  work- 
ing hard  to  preserve  Cali- 
fornia's natural  resources. 

After  an  orientation  per- 
iod, CCC  members  will  be  as- 
signed to  one  of  several  base 
centers  in  California  where 
they  will  live  and  work  on 
jobs  such  as  building  trails, 
clearing  streams,  fighting 
forest  fires,  developing 
parks  and  assisting  in  emer- 
gency and  disaster  relief 
work . 

During  the  course  of  a 
year  a  member  could  work  on 
a  number  of  different  pro- 
jects in  the  country  and  in 
the  cities.     Projects  may  be 
anywhere  in  California  and 


no  job  that  fulfills  the  CCC 
goal  of  public  service  and 
improvement  of  natural  re- 
sources will  be  too  small  to 
tackle. 

Corps  members  will  be  pro- 
vided room  and  board  and  paid 
from  S260  to  $335  a  month. 
They  will  have  week-ends 
free  and  two  weeks  vacation 
a  year. 

There  are  no  education  or 
job  experience  requirements. 
All  that  the  CCC  asks  is  that 
applicants  be  between  ages 
18  and  20;   in  sound  health, 
(special  programs  for  the 
handicapped) ;   live  in 
ornia;   be  willing  to  live 
anywhere  in  California;  un- 
derstand the  commitment  of 
public  service;   ready  to 
grow  and  learn  together  with 
others;   and  thrive  in  a 
healthy  outdoor  environment.

Safety  Problem 

Dear  Neighbor: 

Since  our  school  opened 
in  1971  I  have  been  concern- 
ed about  the  danger  of  ve- 
hicles going  out  of  control 
on  the  Wisconsin  Street  hill 
and  careening  into  our 
schoolyard.     There  have  been 
two  instances  of  cars  cross- 
ing 19th  Street  and  going 
down  the  hill  toward  the 
schoolyard.     One  stopped 

part  way  down  and  the  other 
stopped  when  it  hit  our  soft- 
ball  backstop. 

I  have  attempted  to  get 
some  protection  to  prevent  a 
serious  situation  and  I  was 
finally  able  to  get  the 
Public  Works  Department  to 
install  a  barrier  on  the 
north  side  of  19th  St.  oppo- 
site Wisconsin  St.     I  was 
told  that  this  would  serve 
to  stop  any  car  from  reach- 
ing the  schoolyard. 

However,  on  Wed.  morning, 
March  16,  1977,  at  approxi- 
mately 1  AM,  a  car  came  ca- 
reening down  Wisconsin  St. 
—  one  can  still  see  the 
skid  marks  —  crossed  19th 
St.,  hit  one  end  of  the  bar- 
rier bending  the  metal  and 
shearing  off  the  redwood 
post  at  ground  level,  came 
down  the  embankment,  hit  our 
fence  knocking  down  the  cy- 
clone fencing  and  poles, 
burst  into  flame  which 
reached  over  25'  high  as  is 
evidenced  by  the  scorched 
fence,  ripped  out  a  section 
of  benches  and  ended  up  in 
the  schoolyard. 

Needless  to  say,  if  this 
had  happened  on  a  school  day 
It  vouXd  have  been  a  major 
catastrophe . 

I  called  the  Dept.  of  Pub- 
lic Works  and  talked  with 
(Mr.  Wong  and  Mr.  Rand.  They 
could  offer  few  effective 
ideas  as  to  what  could  be 
done  to  prevent  a  reoccur- 
rence of  what  happened. 

They  indicated  that  they 
were  not  acquainted  with  the 
severe  grade  of  Wisconsin  St. 
When  I  described  in  detail 
the  situation  to  .Mr.  Rand 
he  indicated  that  maybe  he 
could  have  a  second  barrier 
installed  on  our  property. 

I  discussed  the  possibility 
of  making  Wisconsin  a  "one 
way"  street  south  from  19th 
to  20th  St.     He  indicated 
that  I  could  not  initiate 
such  a  request  but  that  it 
needed  to  come  from  the  re- 
sidents who  lived  on  Wiscon- 
sin St. 

As  a  result  of  the  above 
situation  and  the  facts  I 
have  received  from  the  Dept. 
of  Public  Works  I  am  asking 
you  to  indicate  how  you,  as 
a  resident  of  Wisconsin  St., 
would  feel  about  a  one  way 
street. 

I  am  also  sending  this  let- 
ter to  various  community  or- 
ganizations in  the  hope  that 
through  a  concerted  effort  we 
can  correct  a  potentially 
serious  situation  before  it 
becomes  a  matter  of  coming  up 
with  a  solution  after  some 
children  have  been  killed  or 
seriously  injured. 

Thank  you  for  your  coopera- 
tion in  ensuring  the  safety 
of  our  students.

An  education  means  a  lot 
to  me  and  others  like  me. 
For  one  I  have  four  children 
and  I  would  love  to  read  them 
stories  and  without  the  cen- 
ter and  my  education  I  will 
not  be  able  to  do  so.     I  feel 
that  I  am  a  neglected  mother 
to  my  kids  not  being  able  to 
do  the  things  with  my  kids 
like  other  mothers  do.  This 
center  also  helped  me  to 
learn  how  to  cope  with  people 
on  the  outside  and  to  cope 
with  my  kids  too.     I  have 
learned  a  great  deal  from 
the  center  and  I  wish  to 
learn  more  and  more  each  day 
but  I  cannot  if  you  close  it 
down.     So  please  Mr.  Brown 
help  me  and  others  like  me.

The  tennis  clinic  I  have 
organized  has  been  conducted 
mainly  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Recreation  Center,  and  class- 
es for  adults  are  sometimes 
held  at  night. 

The  condition  of  the 
courts  are  very  unfortunate. 
The  ground  needs  repaying: 
It  is  a  dangerous  piece  of 
ground  now  as  the  pavement  is 
broken  or  cracked  in  several 
places.     The  nets  need  to  be 
replaced.     The  generator  for 
night  lights  does  not  work 
properly  and  dim  quite  often. 
The  lights  are  mismatched.

In  encouraging  tennis  for 
everyone,   I  hope  we  will  not 
discourage  people  because 
the  physical  environment  is 
lacking  in  care  and  mainten- 
ance.

Law  School 
Program 


Hastings  College  of  the 
Law  has  instituted  a  pro- 
gram under  which  disadvant- 
aged applicants  may  seek 
special  consideration  of 
their  applications. 

The  new  program  is  part 
of  the  current  Legal  Educa- 
tion Opportunity  Program 
(LEOP)  which  is  presently 
designed  to  provide  an  ad- 
ditional opportunity  for  a 
legal  education,  primarily 
for  non-white  indiviituals . 

Under  the  new  program 
non-minority  applicants  may 
request  admission  under  the 
LEO  Disadvantaged  Students 
Program  on  the  basis  that  he 
or  she  is  socio-econimically 
disadvantaged  and  intends  to 
utilize  the  legal  skills  ac- 
quired at  Hastings  to  serve 
a  disadvantaged  community.

Dental  Ecology 

Last  month  we  talked  about  the  role  flouride  is  playing  in 
helping  us  to  combat  dental  decay.     The  use  of  flouride 
hardens  the  surface  of  the  tooth  against  the  onslaught  of 
acids  resulting  from  bacteria  breaking  down  food,  especially 
carbohydrates  (sugars) ,  which  are  trapped  in  the  dental 
plaque,   found  on  the  surface  of  the  tooth.     Dental  plaque  is 
a  sticky  almost  invisible  film  that  clings  to  the  surface  of 
the  tooth.     It  is  composed  of  living  bacteria,  cells  from 
tissues  of  the  mouth  and  saliva.     The  saliva  washes  the 
cells  and  bacteria  into  the  smallest  crevices  on  the  teeth 
and  is  responsible  for  the  continual  formation  of  plaque. 
Plaque  can  build  up  to  dangerous  levels  in  less  than  24 
hours. 

Although  tooth  enamel  is  the  hardest  substance  in  the 
body,  the  acid,  if  not  regularly  removed,  will  dissolve  the 
enamel  and  cause  decay.     Also,  if  it  is  not  removed  daily, 
it  can  harden  between  teeth  and  at  the  gum  line  into  a  sub- 
stance called  calculus  which  can  eventually  contribute  to 
periodontal   (gum)  disease. 

The  plaque  that  deposits  on  your  teeth,  especially  in  hard 
to  reach  spots,  can  be  controlled  by  carefully  brushing, 
using  dental  floss  and  using  disclosing  tablets.     A  soft 
nylon  brush  with  double  rounded  bristles  should  be  used. 
The  brush  must  be  small  enough  to  reach  the  cramped  molar 
areas,  and  should  have  a  gently  rounded  brush  head  to  mini- 
mize damage  to  the  sensitive  oral  tissues.     Tooth  brushes 
should  be  changed  at  least  3  to  4  times  a  year.     The  dis- 
closing tablets   (a  harmless  dye)  turns  plaque  a  bright  red, 
enabling  you  to  remove  the  plaque  more  effectively.  Un- 
waxed  dental  floss  should  be  used  after  brushing  in  order  to 
scrape  the  plaque  from  between  the  teeth  and  from  beneath 
the  gum  line. 

Separately,  flouride,  brushing,   flossing  and  using  dis- 
closing tablets  are  not  very  effective;   however,  together 
they  represent  a  significant  step  towards  maintaining  good 
dental  ecology.

Citizens  Action  League 


For  over  a  year,  members 
of  Citizens  Action  League 
(C.A.L.)   have  been  pressur- 
ing the  Bay  Area  Pollution 
Control  Board  to  do  some- 
thing about  the  smell  coming 
from  the  Glidden  Paint  fact- 
ory,  1000  16th  St. 

Last  fall  the  Control  Board 
held  an  informal  hearing  and 
told  the  15  Potrero  C.A.L. 
neighbors  that  Glidden  would 
be  closely  monitored  and  that 
an  "odor  survey"  would  be 
done . 

Potrero  Hill  C.A.L.  members 
assumed  that  the  Control 
Board  would  "carry  the  ball." 
But,  the  smells  continued. 

In  January  C.A.L.  members 
again  began  to  file  com- 
plaints. 

On  March  17,  a  pre-briefing 
was  held  on  Potrero  Hill  by 
Richard  Grimes,  Bay  Area  Pol- 
lution Control  Board  attorney. 
Twelve  people  were  present  at 
the  briefing;  they  will  be 
testifying  against  Glidden  on 
April  28  at  the  Board  abate- 
ment hearing.

John  S.  Lewis  was  born  on  Potrero  Hill  July  30,  1887.  He 
and  his  wife  Margaret  currently  reside  in  Rio  Oso,  California, 
where  they  are  writing  Lewis'  biography. 

Lewis  lived  at  533  Arkansas  St.,  and  tells  of  having  "se- 
veral brothers  and  a  sister.  Mother  was  well  known  in  the 
community. " 

The  Lewises  met  at  the  Southern  Heights  Improvement  Club 
in  Raymond's  Hall,  which  was  located  at  20th  and  Wisconsin 
Streets,  at  the  foot  of  a  row  of  houses  that  was  known  as 
Raymond ' s  Row . 

John  recalls  the  Southern  Heights  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment, which  was  housed  under  the  tank  in  back  of  Raymond's 
Row,  facing  Arkansas  St.  The  year  was  about  1893.  "I  was 
six  years  old,  at  the  time.     There  were  three  houses  together 

on  the  Hill  and  they  caught  fire.     The  front  of  the 
houses  faced  Wisconsin  St.,  and  the  backs  were  to  Arkansas, 
so  they   (the  firemen)   came  up  Arkansas  St.,  with  the  hose 
cart,  connected  the  hoses  to  the  hydrant  and  went  in  the 
back  way.     The  wind  was  blowing  from  Wisconsin  to  Arkansas 
at  a  pretty  good  gale,   so  it  got  pretty  hot,   and  the  fire- 
men had  to  make  a  run  for  it.     The  fire  burned  up  their 
hoses,  and  all  the  firemen  saved  were  the  lots  of  the  three 
houses : " 

Lewis  went  to  the  Potrero  School,  later  named  the  Irving 
M.  Scott  School  on  Tennessee  St.     The  school  was  named  after 
Irving  M.  Scott  of  the  Union  Iron  Works.     "My  father  and 
brothers  worked  at  the  Union  Iron  Works,  and  my  father  put 
up  the  company  sign!"  says  Mr.  Lewis. 

Mr.  and  Mrs.  Lewis  will  be  in  touch  with  the  VIEW  about  the 
biographical  work  and  its  progress. 


Pregnancy  Benefits 

"It  is  now  possible  for  a 
woman  to  get  disability  in- 
surance for  a  period  not  to 
exceed  three  weeks  immediate- 
ly prior  to  the  expected 
birth  of  her  child  and  for 
a  period  not  to  exceed  three 
weeks  immediately  after  the 
birth  of  her  baby,"  announ- 
ced Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  of 
the  16th  Assembly  District. 

Agnos  told  of  a  new  law, 
recently  gone  into  effect, 
concerning  disability  insur- 
ance benefits  for  working 
women  in  California,  disabled

This  new  law,  which  adds 
normal  pregnancy  to  the  dis- 
abling conditions  covered 
under  the  State's  Disability 
Insurance  program,  became 
effective  January  1,  1977.

Sexism  Out 


Assemblyman  Art  Agnos  in- 
troduced legislation  that 
would,  for  the  first  time, 
make  employment  discrimina- 
tion based  upon  an  appli- 
cant's sexual  preference  a 
violation  of  state  law. 

"Most  people  are  protected 
from  employment  discrimina- 
tion.    The  gay  community  is 
not.     Employers  have  the 
right  to  demand  uniform  re- 
quirements of  their  employees 
but  people  should  not  be  de- 
prived of  the  right  to  work 
because  of  their  sexual 
orientation,"  Agnos  said. 

The  Agnos  legislation  fol- 
lows a  recent  California 
Court  ruling  that  unequal 
treatment  of  homosexuals  is 
currently  consistent  with 
state  law  and  that  any  chang- 
es   in  California  policy 
must  come  from  the  legisla- 
ture. 

"If  a  man  or  woman  is  un- 
able or  unwilling  to  meet 
job  standards,  then  an  em- 
ployer has  the  right  to  de- 
cide whether  that  person  will 
remain  employed.     But  what 
employees  do  off  the  job 
should  remain  personal  and 
private  unless  it  interferes 
with  their  ability  to  meet 
the  requirements  expected  of 
all  employees,"  he  said. 

Among  California  cities 
which  now  have  local  non- 
discrimination clauses  re- 
garding job  discrimination 
against  homosexuals  are 
Berkeley,  Cupertino,  Mount- 
ain View,  Palo  Alto,  San 
Francisco,  San  Jose,  Santa 
Cruz,  Santa  Barbara  and  Sun- 
nyvale, Agnos  noted. 

"The  issue  here  is  human 
dignity  and  economic  free- 
dom," Agnos  said.     "In  1975 
Assemblyman  Willie  Brown's 
Consenting  Adult's  Law  (AB 
489)  gave  gay  people  the 
right  to  live.     My  bill  will 
give  gay  people  the  right  to 
earn  a  living."

1101.     When  the  petitions  are 
filed  with  the  Registrar,  we 
will  serve  subpoenas  for  de- 
positions on  the  circulators 
to  establish  the  relation- 
ship between  the  illegal 
acts  of  the  corporations  and 
the  securing  of  signatures 
to  the  petition," 

The  question  of  whether 
or  not  the  initiative  will 
be  put  on  the  June  ballot 
will  be  the  perogative  of 
the  Judge  hearing  the  matter.
